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Nov.  10  -  After  many  delays  and  not  a  few  frustrations,  the 
expedition  left  5522^  Kenwood  Avenue,  Chicago,  Illinois,  at 
2:00  F.  M.  The  trailer  was  very  fully  packed  and  the  jeep 
seemed  to  be  straining  hard.  Also,  it  will  take  some  getting- 
used  to  having  a  trailer  whipping  around  behind  the  jeep. 

The  trailer,  however,  sure  takes  care  of  the  equipment .  It 
roughly  looks  like  this: 


On  the  first  day  we  finally  got  to  Springfield  at  about  9:00, 

P.  M.  (200  miles).  It  was  beginning  to  get  cold.  June 
took  some  photos  along  the  way  of  me  and  the  Jeep.  The  trailer 
is  painted  greenish  gray  more  or  less  the  same  color  as  the 
jeep. 

Nov.  11  -  Left  Springfield  early  and  it  was  cold  and  wet. 

JuBt  before  we  left  Illinois  it  began  to  snow  and  the  roads 
were  very  slippery.  Quite  a  sensation,  skidding  In  the 
Jeep  with  a  heavy  loaded  trailer.  At  2:00  P.  M. ,  just  out¬ 
side  of  Shelbina,  Missouri,  June  and  I  began  to  hear  a  peculiar 
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)  roaring  sound  from  the  trailer,  and  I,  also,  thought  our  tail 

was  staying  peculiarly.  So,  we  stopped  Just  east  of  town.  It 
was  a  lucky  stop.  All  the  tire  lugs  on  the  rear  left  wheel 
were  gone,  3  lugs  bolts  were  missing  and  the  other  two  were 
toothpicks,  the  holes  in  the  wheels  for  the  lugs  were  worn 
large  enough  to  put  your  hand  through  while  the  hub  of  the 
wheel  drum  had  been  completely  cut  through  by  the  wheel.  Just 
what  held  the  wheel  on  is  a  mystery. 

Then  came  the  search  for  a  garage  mechanic  and  the  attempt  to 
get  it  fixed.  Needless  to  say,  a  1935-36  International  pick-up 
truck  wheel  and  drum  was  impossible  to  find.  After  telephoning 
all  over  the  state  and  having  various  suggestions,  I  called 
June's  father  in  Kansas  City.  He  suggested  I  have  the  drum 
welded  together  and  the  wheel  welded  to  the  drum  and  come  on  in 
the  150  miles  to  Kansas  City  slowly. 

Nov.  12.-  Hobbled  into  Kansas  City  and  saw  June's  family.  Also, 
arranged  to  have  the  Jeep  overhauled. 

Nov.  13  -  Bought  new  wheel  and  drum  from  a  Junk  yard  for  $7.50, 
and  started  to  fix  trailer.  Maxie,  with  her  usual  bright  ideas, 
had  me  interviewed  on  her  radio  program.  According  to  biased 
critics  I  have  a  good  radio  voice.  Mechanics  put  in  new  rings, 
wrist  pins  in  Jeep. 

Nov.  14  -  Mechanic  put  in  new  valves,  fuel  pump;  finished  fixing 
wheels  and  then  put  on  black  fenders.  Got  gun  and  radio  and 
June's  camera. 

Nov.  15  -  Tried  out  rifle.  It  is  a  22  Hornet  (bullet  1-| 

Inches  long).  Finished  trailer,  painting  trailer  fenders  and 
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,  put  on  shock  absorbers  to  stop  trailer  sway  (carriage  type  of 

shock  absorbers). 

Nov.  16  -  Mechanics  finished  Jeep. 

Nov.  17  -  heft  Kansas  City  at  8:00  o'clock.  Drove  to  Dallas, 
470  miles.  Things  went  well  until  I  found  that  one  wheel  on 
the  trailer  was  loose.  Evidently,  sway  loosened  the  lugs.  So, 
we  stopped  once  every  2  hours  to  check  the  hitch  and  tire  lugs. 
Nov.  18  -  Drove  from  Dallas  to  Austin,  saw  Kelly  and  Mrs. 
Krieger;  Alex  Krieger  is  away  on  a  dig. 

Nov.  IS  -  Spent  the  morning  with  Tom  Campbell,  (now  head  of 
the  department)  getting  together  the  Anderson  Collection  and 
fixing  me  up  in  the  lab.  Bob  Stephenson,  working  for  Smith¬ 
sonian  on  the  Missouri  River  Valley  program,  also  has  a  room 
J  in  the  lab.  Started  working  on  the  Anderson  Collection  from 

sites  in  Cameron  County,  Texas.  This  means  arranging 
his  artifacts  in  numerical  order  and  then  going  through 
the  catalogue  and  finding  out  which  artifacts  with  numbers 
come  from  which  sites.  Fortunately,  Krieger  and  Campbell 
had  done  some  of  this  work.  Kelly  invited  us  out  to  his 
house.  He  showed  me  his  filled  trailer.  I  was  green  with 
envy. 

Nov.  20  -  Worked  on  Anderson  staff.  A  student  named  Jim 
Garner  came  and  asked  for  a  Job.  He  is  on  G.I.  bill  and  young 
and  healthy.  Got  it  fixed  so  he  can  be  registered  for 
Anthropology  classes  and  study  and  work  in  Tamaulipas,  along 
the  coast.  Also, talked  with  Stephenson,  who  may  work  north 
of  Reynosa,  surveying  in  a  dam  basin.  I  will  talk  to  Noguera 
about  a  permission  for  him. 
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Nov.  21  -  Have  begun  to  notice  a  difference  in  the  kinds  of 
material  of  the  Brownsville  complex  between  the  sites  in 
Tamaulipas  and  Cameron  County.  Those  in  Tamaulipas  seem  older 
and  have  Huastec  sherds,  3  types  of  stone  points,  much  worked 

i 

columella,  columella  points  while  those  in  Cameron  County  have 
colonial  Spanish  sherds,  projectile  points  of  glass,  very 
small  equilateral  points. 

Later  in  the  afternoon,  W.  Armstrong  Price  of  Humble  Oil 
called  and  wanted  to  see  me  that  night.  He  flew  up  and 
had  some  Interesting  data  concerning  the  age  of  clay  dunes 
along  the  coast  (see  other  page).  He  also  had  an  interesting 
proposition  for  the  expedition.  Humble  Oil  is  about  to  be 
sued  by  the  King  Ranch.  The  King  Ranch  believes  the  mud  flats 
along  the  Laguna  Madre  were  in  the  original  deed  and  therefore 
any  drilling  by  Humble  is  on  their  land.  Humble  Oil  believes 
the  mud  flats  and  clay  dunes  have  formed  since  the  deed  and 
therefore  are  open  to  claiming  by  the  Humble  Oil  Company. 
Armstrong  and  Fisk's  Job  is  to  determine  the  age  of  the  dunes 
and  clay  flats.  Since  the  area  from  the  San  Fernando  to  the 
mouth  of  Soto  la  Marins  is  directly  comparable  to  that  from 
the  Arroya  Ataetcosca  to  Corpus  Christ i,  they  would  like  me  to 
find  datable  archaeological  meteria.l  in  or  under  the  clay  dunes 
It  so  happens  I  can  do  Just  that  with  materials  from  Huastec 
and  Brownsville  sites.  Armstrong,  also,  expressed  some  willing 
ness  to  have  me  flown  over  the  Tamaulipas  coast  and  to  lend  me 
a  motor  boat. 

Nov.  22  -  Krieger  arrived.  Read  some  of  his  alto  report. 
Discussed  various  XX  items  of  archaeological  interest.  He  also 
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believes  in  my  early  data  for  the  east.  Krieger,  also,  thought 
that  he  and  Garner  would  visit  me  at  Brownsville  at  Christmas 
and  that  he  wotild  do  some  exploring  for  me  in  Pueblito  culture 
sites  during  March.  Worked  a  little  on  Anderson  stuff. 

Nov.  23  -  Borrowed  equipment  from  University  of  Texas  and 
Krieger's  Viking  Fund  expedition.

Moved  men  and  equipment  to  Laguna  Tortuga.  Also  looked 
over  island  and  the  site  at  Rancho  Augustrera.  Took  a  picture 
of  the  lake  and  the  two  islands.

In  the  plaza  to  the  north  there  appears  to  be  a  ball  court.  For 
at  the  north  end  of  plaza  are  two  large  stone  markers  and  at  the 
other  end  of  the  plaza  are  two  more  rectangular  stone  markers. 
Looked  over  various  holes  the  oil  company  had  made  in  the  plaza 
and  it  seems  to  be  only  Period  II  and  VI.  Also,  refuse  appears 
to  be  shallow,  about  5  feet  deep.  The  ball  court  in  all  pro¬ 
bability,  is  Period  VI.  The  only  place  there  seem  to  be  any 
Period  I  sherds  is  along  the  bank  near  the  water,  east  of  the 
ranch  house.  Probably  will  excavate  in  this  region. 

Went  out  in  a  boat  to  the  islands.  First  visited  the 
small  island  which  is  badly  wooded  and  full  of  rocks.  There  may 
be  a  few  stone  structures  on  it,  but  I  doubt  it. 

Then  on  to  the  big  island.  This  looked  more  promising 
though  it  has  dense  grass  over  most  of  it.  The  so  called  rock 
wall  and  structure  on  it  are  natural. 

Roberto,  as  usual,  has  been  talking  to  the  newspapers 
who  have  garbeled  everything.  Of  course,  the  most  distorted 
Mexican  news  is  being  taken  up  by  the  Associated  Press.  This 
might  have  serious  repercussions  in  the  Instituto  de  Anthropo- 
logia.

Two  boat  loads  of  people  took  off  for  the  large  island. 
Spent  much  of  the  morning  burning  brush  and  grass.  About  10:00 
o'clock  got  it  sufficiently  cleared  to  set  up  three  squares  for 
excavation.  Made  a  rough  contour  map  (see  next  page).  The 
three  5  foot  squares  are  0-0,  NS,  N1D.  Took  two  photographs, 
one  toward  the  lake  and  one  toward  the  center  of  the  island  be¬ 
fore  I  started  excavating.

pots  were  encountered.  These  are  both  in  the  west  half  of  the 
square.  Evidently,  there  are  two  offerings,  each  having  a  pot 
upright  with  another  pot  upside  down  over  the  mouth  of  the  ver¬ 
tical  pot.  Continued  clearing  down  around  the  pots  to  a  depth 
of  two  feet  in  east  half  of  the  square.  It  now  becomes  appa¬ 
rent  that  both  pots  are  in  a  large  pit.  Pit  I.  In  all  likely- 
hood  this  is  the  same  pit  as  found  under  stake  N10W5. 

In  the  late  afternoon  got  down  to  a  depth  of  two  feet 
in  square  N1D.  It  now  becomes  apparent  that  there  is  a  pit 
under  the  house  floors  here.  The  materials  from  this  pit  appear 
to  be  mainly  Period  II,  while  those  from  the  floors  above  are 
Period  VI.  Pit  I  with  the  whole  pots  in  it  seems  to  be  pure

In  clearing  off  near  pots  3  &  4,  near  the  he.se  of  pot 
4  was  found  a  skull.  Dug  around  the  skull  down  to  the  compact 
burned  layer  representing  the  floor  of  Pit  I,  but  no  other 
bones  were  to  be  found.  It  looks  like  a  ceremonial  pit  in 
which  pots  and  secondary  burials  were  placed  as  an  offering. 

Vent  to  Ponuco  for  Christmas. 

Took Photographs  of  the  bank  to  the  east  of  Rancho 
Angustura/l  Then  set  up  two  squares  at  the  junction  of  the 
bank  where  the  Period  I  sherds  have  been  found.  Below  the 
bank  is  square  0-0  while  above  the  bank  is  W5.  Also  made  a 
map  with  a  steel  tape  and  carpenter's  level  of  the  area  near 
the  excavation.  In  digging  the  square  level  one  is  a  layer 
which  is  dug  down  to  a  depth  level  with  the  lowest  stake  of 
the  square.  The  other  levels  are  of  six  inches.  Actually, 
due  to  faulty  digging  they  are  not  exactly  six  inches,  but 
the  depth  of  the  level  is  noted  in  the  profiles  on  the  fol¬ 
lowing  pages.  At  about  11:00  o'clock  I  left  with  two  of  the 
men  for  the  island  and  June  was  left  in  charge  of  the  site. 
Pavon  was  left  with  her  as  he  is  having  personality  diffi¬ 
culties  with  Julio  who  he  thinks  doesn't  work  when  the  boss 
isn't  there  and  sings  too  much. 

Arrived  at  the  island  at  about  noon,  ate  and  started 
excavating.  The  workers  were  put  in  square  N10  and  I  exca¬ 
vated  around  the  pots.  At  a  depth  of  three  feet,  large 
boulders  were  encountered  in  square  N10.  Refuse  seems  all 
around  them  so  the  workers  continued  on  down  to  a  depth  of 
three  feet  eight  inches  to  four  feet;  there  was  a  strata  of 
refuse.  Pit  II  extended  down  only  to  the  rocks  and  died  out. 

I  continued  digging  in  0-0.  Finally  got  the  pots

fairly  veil  cleaned  off  and  also  the  profiles  of  the  square. 

Pit  I  shows  up  and  should  include  much  of  square  N5.  Then 
began  cleaning  the  floor.  It  is  a  well  defined  burned  floor 
about  ^  of  an  inch  thick.  In  cleaning  the  floor  about  one 
foot  north  of  skull  1,  I  found  a  second  in  the  profile  while 
a  one  foot  four  inches  WSW  of  skull  two  and  one  foot  north¬ 
west  of  skull  one  was  found  skull  three.  Only  one  other  human 
bone,  a  humerus  has  been  found  in  the  pit.  Took  a  photos  of  the 
pots  and  three  skulls. 

Finished  up  the  site  at  Rancho  Angustura  VC12.  Drew 
profiles  and  took  a  photograph  of  the  profile.  A  few  Period  I 
sherds  were  found  in  the  lower  layer  of  dark  gumbo,  but  nothing 
to  get  excited  about.  The  stratigraphy  indicated  that  there  is 
a  top  layer  of  humus  and  wash  (Zone  A).  Under  this  is  Zone  B, 
a  layer  of  caliches  and  refuse  that  appear  only  in  square  W5 
and  the  western  most  1/8  of  square  0-0.  Under  this  is  layer 
of  dark  refuse,  Zone  C.  Below  this  is  more  refuse  with  caliches 
but  the  refuse  is  dark  and  mixed  with  black  gumbo,  Zone  D. 
Underlying  the  whole  area  is  a  black  gumbo  clay  with  occasional 
artifacts  in  it. 

Out  on  the  island  Nlo  was  further  excavated.  We  contin¬ 
ued  on  thru  the  rocks  to  a  depth  of  six  feet.  In  the  last  two 
levels  Period  I  sherds  are  definitely  beginning  to  show  up, 
but  in  very  small  amounts.  Due  to  the  fact  that  the  strati¬ 
graphy  was  not  clean  cut  and  there  was  a  good  chance  of  sherds 
from  above  slipping  down  between  the  rocks  as  well  as  the 
sparsity  of  artifacts,  the  hole  was  abandoned  after  the  profiles 
were  drawn.

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W5.  Also,  the  area  under  and  around  the  pits  vere  excavated  to 
obtain  the  pots  in  as  near  whole  condition  as  possible.  In  the 
profile  west  of  skull  two  was  found  skull  four  and  almost  under 
the  pot,  but  north  of  it  was  found  skull  five.  All  the  skulls 
are  of  adolescences  and  in  \ery  poor  state  of  preservation.  The 
interiors  of  pots  one  and  three  were  dug  out  and  carbon,  as  well 
as  a  few  portions  of  bones  of  infants  were  found  in  the  loose 
refuse.  It  was  impossible  to  photograph  this.  For  a  more  de¬ 
tailed  map  of  skulls  and  pots  see  floor  plan  on  the  next  page. 
Drew  profiles  and  took  another  photo  of  the  pots.  Also  found  in 
pot  one,  were  some  charred  fragments  of  beans. 

In  the  morning  we  took  out  the  fragile  skulls  and  exca¬ 
vated  the  pots.  In  the  afternoon  I  moved  equipment  and  one  half 
the  workers  to  Panuco  for  the  night.  Roberto  did  a  good  job  of 
getting  the  pots  out  and  I  believe  they  can  easily  be  recon¬ 
structed.  In  the  evening  I  got  the  rest  of  the  boys  back  to 
town.  While  unloading  equipment  the  tripod  for  the  camera  was 
stolen.

Went  to  Tampico  with  some  equipment  and  shipped  workers 
and  equipment  by  train  and  truck. 

Drove  from  Tampico  to  Ciudad  Victoria  with  Trailer. 

Saw  Prof.  Jose  Martinez  y  Martinez  and  visited  his  ranch  and 
saw  ruins.  Have  his  permission  to  excavate  and  camp  on  his 
ranch  named  Laguna.  It  is  just  off  the  highway  at  marker  599. 
This  site  is  Tm  172.  It  has  Archaic  figurines,  three  pyramids, 
irregular  round  stone  house  platforms  and  Pueblito,  Period  I 
pottery.  The  sight  is  on  the  cuesta  Llera,  just  north  of  Llera 
pueblo. 


Picked  up  boys  and  equipment  at  the  station,  bought 
supplies  for  camp. 

Established  camp  at  Llera.  Then  set  up  three,  five 
foot  squares,  numbered  1,  2  and  3.  Square  1  was  about  75  feet 
north  of  the  largest  pyramid.  Square  two  was  in  the  center  of 
the  plaza.  Square  three  was  southeast  of  the  plaza  along  the 
path  for  water. 

In  the  afternoon,  saw  Pedro  de  la  G-arza  and  got  per¬ 
mission  to  use  one  of  his  houses  at  Ranch  Cutan  for  a  head¬ 
quarters  for  working  along  the  coast. 

In  the  evening  left  for  Brownsville. 

Excavated  square  one  and  two.  Both  had  scarcely  any 
refuse  in  them  and  few  sherds. 

Saw  A.  A.  Champion  in  Brownsville,  probably  can  get 
me  a  boat  free  on  the  coast.  Bought  supplies  for  mountains. 

Dug  square  three  and  started  cleaning  off  around  a

In  the  morning  went  to  Martinez  ranch  and  inspected 
Roberto  Pavon* s  excavation.  He  dug  three  five  foot  squares 
and  cleaned  off  around  one  house  platform.  ry  rtf/Z^ 

The  refuse  in  two  of  the  pits  a  That  in  the  plaza  and 
that  north  of  the  big  pyramid  contained  very  little  refuse. 

The  one  east  of  the  pyramid  was  a  little  better  and  I  photo¬ 
graphed  it.  It  contained  Pueblito  Period  I  sherds  and  mold 
made  figurines  with  turbans.  At  Panuco  these  are  Period  II. 
Thus  Pueblito  I  is  Archaic. 

Took  a  picture  of  the  house  platform.  It  was  without 
stairs  and  walls  were  of  boulders. 

The  other  interesting  thing  is  the  number  of  projec¬ 
tile  points  at  the  site.  If  these  belong  there  these  are  the 
earliest  in  Mexico. 

In  taking  the  boys  out  from  camp  at  Martinez's  I  was 
told  of  another  site.  Stopped  at  it  and  made  a  surface  collec 
tion.  It  extends  about  200  meters  south  from  the  Puente 

t 

G-allina  on  both  sides  of  the  Pan-American  Highway  south  of 
distance  marker  668.  It  contained  sherds  a  little  like  the 
Los  Angeles  Complex,  brushed  ware  and  the  points  were  all 
like  Abasolo. 

In  the  evening,  got  to  see  the  secretary  of  the  go¬ 
vernor  and  obtained  a  letter  of  introduction  and  a  letter  com- 

\ 

manding  the  local  people  to  aid  me. 

Did  some  politicing-got  a  storage  room  for  sherds  at 
the  rural  school  in  Ciudad  Victoria.  Fired  Julio  on  Roberto's 
recommendation.  Drove  to  Brownsville  and  back.  Moved  the 

boys  into  C.  Victoria  for  the  night  as  it  was  very  cold.  My 
bill  at  the  Casa  Tourista  will  be  84  pesos.  Cleaning  was  14 
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pesos.  Will  be  able  to  get  another  room  at  the  rural  school 
for  studying  my  stuff  in  April.  This  should  work  out  perfect. 

Went  from  Ciudad  Victoria  to  Los  Angeles.  Interviewed 
Salvidor  Soavidra  for  June.  Slept  at  the  house  of  his  father. 
Talked  to  Pedro  about  the  new  caves  he  has  found.  Will  visit 
them  before  I  decide  about  digging  them.  Probably  it  will  be 
easier  to  enter  them  via  Soto  la  Marina  to  San  Francisco.  Saw 
a  lot  of  old  friends  in  the  town.  The  trip  cost  only  38  pesos 
for  four  people  and  equipment.  Also,  asked  for  workers  and 
burros  for  the  trip.  Pedro  will  arrange  this  for  me.  Left 
the  trailer  at  the  Coca  Cola  House.  Saw  Professor  Castillo 
and  talked  about  ruins,  etc. 

Got  cargo  ready.  Will  have  three  workers  and  Pedro  as 
a  water  boy.  For  the  first  trip  three  water  boys.  In  the  after¬ 
noon  June  and  I  went  wTith  Mrs.  Soavidra  and  visited  all  impor¬ 
tant  people  in  town.  At  night  played  bingo  with  the  pretty 
little  school  teacher  W'ho  should  help  June  a  lot.  Took  my 
last  bath.  Was  told  of  other  ruins  near  Los  Angeles. 

Went  from  Los  Angeles  to  the  Canyon  Diablo  to  Cave  Tmc 
81.  Set  up  camp.  The  ca.ve  has  not  been  disturbed.  It  is,  in¬ 
cidentally,  smaller  than  I  remembered  it.  Water  will  be  a  pro¬ 
blem.  The  Canyon  Diablo  is  sure  well  named.  Hot  as  hell,  no 
water,  wralking  on  loose  cobble  stones.  Boy,  it's  rough.  How¬ 
ever,  the  cave  appears  to  have  some  nice  deep  refuse  and  should 
be  swell  for  stratigraphy.  Cleaned  out  some  of  the  brush  and 
tomorrow  will  clean  out  all  the  rest  and  set  up  a  ladder  for 
talking  pictures  from.  My  workers  are:

Cleaned  out  in  front  of  the  cave  Tmc81.  Took  two  photo¬ 
graphs,  both  with  flash  bulb.  Then  set  up  squares  and  took 
datum  depth  on  stahes  and  made  a  map  of  the  floor  of  the  cave, 
will  do  cross  sections  later.  Also  made  two  screens  for  screening 
material.  Then  started  three  squares  along  the  edge  of  the  talus 
slope.  These  squares  are  N5E15,  S10E15  and  S15E10.  By  the  end 
of  the  day  N5E15  was  found  to  be  full  of  rocks  though  refuse  had 
slipped  down  inside  and  inbetween  them.  It  was  taken  down  in 
six  inch  levels  to  a  depth  of  two  feet  when  rocks  made  it  impos¬ 
sible  to  continue  digging  by  levels.  In  squares  S10E15  and 
S15E10  the  first  cut  took  the  level  down  to  a  depth  of  the  lowest 
stake  in  the  square.  S10E15  looks  like  it  may  contain  layers 
of  refuse  deeper  down  and  less  rocks.  S15E10 ,  also  looks  pro¬ 
mising,  but  has  one  big  rock  in  it.  The  other  square  was  E5. 
Originally,  a  four  foot  square  was  dug  inside  this  to  a  depth 
of  2* 3"  in  1946.  The  first  three  inches  are  an  ash  layer  Zone 
A.  This  appears  over  most  of  the  floor  and  was  in  square  N5E15, 
though  mixed  with  the  tolas.  Below  this  ash  is  a  six  to  eight 
inch  zone  of  burned  clay  and  dirt  Zone  B.  In  it  was  found  sherds 
and  one  Huastec  VI  sherd.  Below  it  is  at  least  a  one  foot 
layer  of  brown  refuse.  Incidentally,  the  dirt  is  very  dry  and 
it  is  extremely  difficult  to  keep  profiles.  This  is  Zone  C. 

In  Zone  B  is  a  rat  hole  that  contained  material  and  the  things 
were  separately  sacked.  Incidentally,  bone  is  being  sacked  in 
other  bags  than  the  artifacts.  Some  new  projectile  point  types 
have  turned  up.  However,  the  Los  Angeles  complex  is  definitely 
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S15E10  was  completed  down  to  a  layer  of  three  huge 
rocks.  Then  started  square  E15.  The  first  one  a  layer  over 
the  tank  refuse  (side  Hill  dump),  Zone  X.  It  contained  many 
points  and  Pueblito,  Period  I,  sherds.  The  first  layer  was 
a  one  foot  level,  tut  all  the  others  are  six  inch  levels.  At 
a  depth  of  three  feet  yellow  sand  and  river  pettles  were 
found  in  the  west  part  of  the  square.  This  shall  te  desig¬ 
nated  Zone  D.  The  relationship  of  Zone  X  to  Zones  A,B,  and 
C  is  at  present  unknown,  though  A  would  seem  to  te  atove  it. 
Square  S10E15  had  much  the  same  story  with  Zone  X  over  a  zone 
of  sand  and  gravel  layer  Zone  D.  Interestingly  enough,  at  the 
junction  of  Zone  D  and  X  was  a  large  Pueblito  point.  A  few 
pieces  of  charcoal  and  flint  have  been  found  in  the  gravel 
layer,  but  no  artifacts.  Zone  D  definitely  appears  to  be 
waterlaid  and  if  so  it  must  have  been  laid  by  either  a  gigan¬ 
tic  flood  or  then  the  river  ran  at  higher  level.  The  cave  is 
now  about  150  feet  above  the  bed  of  the  arroyo.  Finished 
cleaning  out  Square  E5,  Zone  C.  It  contained  some  projectile 
points  not  unlike  Repelo,  a  burned  nut,  animal  bones,  two  hu¬ 
man  molars,  scrapers  and  great  quantities  of  fire  cracked 
rock.  Took  four  pictures,  two  in  color.  Made  profiles  and 
did  a  map. 

In  digging  squares  where  Zone  D  first  appeared  the  ma¬ 
terials  were  kept  by  level  and  strata.  Thus  level  6,  square 
S10E15  will  have  two  bags,  one  for  materials  in  Zone  D  and  the 
other  in  Zone  X. 

Ambrosio  killed  a  deer,  so  we  had  fresh  meat;  water 
problem  still  acute.

Dug  square  S5E15.  It  contained  large  rocks  in  it,  hut 
still  was  able  to  complete  profile  from  N5E15  to  S10E15.  Took 
three  photos  of  profile  with  flash.  Also  took  a  profile  in 
the  morning  of  S5E10  to  S5E15 

Dug  Square  N5E10  -  the  ash  level  showed  up  fine,  but

below  it  was  a  mess  of  rocks,  etc. 

Then  finished  up  square  E5  down  to  rocks.  In  the  very 
bottom  is  zone  of  Zone  D.  Also  in  studying  the  profile  in 
Square  E10  to  N5E10,  Zone  D  appears  to  have  a  dark  strata  in 
it  down  about  six  inches  from  its  top.  This  is  Zone  E  with 
yellow  soil  and  gravel  below  it  is  Zone  F. 

Started  to  dig  in  Square  slOE5  and  S15E5.  In  square 
S15E5  was  a  burned  fire  pit.  This  is  feature  1.  Took  two 
pictures  of  it.  One  in  color.  Also,  started  down  in  S10E5. 

In  the  ash  level  a  number  of  very  small  projectile  points 
turned  up.  Under  it  was  a  layer  of  dark  soil  looking  very 
much  like  the  fill,  under  it  at  a  depth  of  one  foot  is  orange 
soil  Zone  D. 

Dug  square  N5E10  -  the  ash  layer  was  at  the  top.  Zone 
A,  under  it  was  a  dark  refuse  Zone  X  both  above  and  below  a 
burned  floor,  Zone  B,  under  it  Zone  X  connects  with  Zone  C. 
Finished  the  day  digging  on  top  of  the  orange  Zone  D. 

Went  on  down  in  S10E5.  Found  Zone  D  and  in  the  south 
part  of  the  square  was  a  dark  refuse  strata.  Zone  Y.  This 
Zone  Y  also  appeared  in  S15E5 .  Under  it  was  Zone  F  of  yellow 
soil.  It  contained  (Zone  Y)  burned  rock,  charcoal,  flint 
chips,  a  projectile  point  and  burned  clay.  Took  a  color 
photograoh  of  this  strata  from  E15  to  E10.  This  strata  con- 


tained  points  of  the  Diablo  complex. 


Looking  st  the  artifacts  so  far  it  would  appear  that 
in  the  top  we  have: 

Ash  layer  -  Los  Angeles  Complex 

Outer  Fill  -  Pueblito  I  sherds  and 

various  kind  of  projectile  points. 

The  interesting  thing  is  that  Zone  C  and  the  lower  part 
of  Zone  X  are  connected.  Unfortunately,  Zone  X  is  a  side  hill 
dump  and  any  stratigraphy  would  be  very  untrustworthy.  How¬ 
ever,  in  all  squares,  as  we  approach  the  yellow  sand,  Zone  D, 

I  am  digging  the  square  by  sub- square,  so  that  I  can  get  the 
materials  at  the  junction  of  the  sand  and  fill.  This  may  be 
trustworthy  as  far  as  stratigraphy  is  concerned. 

Burned  layer  and  junction 

with  yellow  layer  -----  Abasolo  or  Repelo  Complex

Thus,  we  have  two  complexes  earlier  than  the  Archs-ic. 
Artifacts  from  the  Diablo  Complex  are  very  rare,  however,  but 
then  the  four  squares  having  the  most  yellow  soil  are  still  to 
be  dug.

Got  all  maps  and  profiles  done.  June  arrive  in  the 
afternoon. 

Jan.  16  Only  wo rked  half  a  day.  Dug  out  square  S15E10.  It 

Tm81  was  definately  established  that  Zone  D  and  F  in  squares  S15E15 
and  S15E5  are  the  same.  Unfortunately,  Zone  E  and  Zone  Y  can¬ 
not  be  connected  though  they  contain  the  same  relative  position. 

Feature  In  cleaning  the  profile  of  S5E5  and  E10,  it  was  seen  that  a

large  pit  filled  with  ash  exists  in  square  S10E10.  Also  in 
S5E5  some  more  of  these  Repelo-like  points  were  found  in  Zone 
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D.  Their  location  consistantly  is  in  the  strata  just  above  Zone 
D,  such  as  Zone  C  and  the  lover  levels  of  Zone  X,  as  veil  as  in 
Zone  D  in  its  upper  levels. 

Due  to  ash  in  Feature  II,  it  is  practically  impossible 
to  clean  it  veil  enough  to  take  a  picture  of  it. 

Found  a  canine  tooth  in  Zone  D  in  square  S5E5,  vhich  may 
give  us  some  estimate  of  time  of  the  yellov  sands. 

Left  at  noon  for  Los  Angeles,  leaving  Pedro  to  guard  the 

camp. 

Developed  film,  vent  from  Los  Angeles  to  cave.  All  films 
vere  good  except  that  from  S15E10  to  S10E10.  Unfortunately,  we 
have  dug  off  Zone  X  of  that  profile,  but  when  I  returned  to  camp 
it  was  possible  to  clean  up  the  remainder  of  the  profile  and  take 
a  picture  of  it . 

This  was  the  last  day.  Moved  camp  to  Tm82.  However, 
half  the  men  worked  at  Tm81. 

Dug-out  S5E10  and  S15.  Took  photo  ofprofile  from  S10E10 
to  S10E5.  I  should  be  able  to  have  a  cross-section  of  the 

cave  .  Then  took  a  black  and  white  picture  of  Zone  Y  from  S15 
to  S10.  Dug  out  square  S15  back  under  the  cliff.  Zone  Y  was 
filled  with  burned  rock  and  charcoal,  but  little  else  (damn  it). 

A  few  scrapers  were  found  as  well  as  some  bone  in  very  bad  con¬ 
dition. 

In  digging  out  S5E10,  we  dug  out  Feature  II,  the  ash  pit. 
Evidently  much  of  the  burnt  clay  of  Zone  B  is  the  area  under  and 
around  this  pit.  The  pit  itself  contained  mainly  ash  and  burnt 
rock.  No  artifacts.  In  the  middle  (half  way  down)  in  Zone  X  in 
square  S5E10,  was  found  a  beautiful  small  side  notched  obsidian 
point.  Sure  looks  like  those  from  Teotihuacan.

That  finishes  the  cave  and  took  a  final  picture  and 
left  in  a  drizzle.  Needless  to  say,  it  got  dark  quick,  so  I 
led  the  way  to  Tm82  in  the  rocky,  cobblestone,  tortuous  path 
of  the  Canyon  Diablo,  half  stumbling  and  half  crawling  to  our 
new  camp  at  Tm82. 

Set  up  six  5  foot  squares  as  a  trench  cutting  across 
the  Cave  Tm°82.  This  should  allow  for  a  good  cross  section 
and  can  be  enlarged  on  if  the  material  warrants  it.  From  the 
exterior  of  the  cave  to  the  interior  the  squares  are  numbered 
0-0,  W5,  W10,  W15,  W20,  W25.  In  excavating  the  trench  we  first 
will  dig  three  alternate  squares.  In  digging  square  W25,  at  a 
depth  of  14  inches  in  the  west  end  of  the  square,  a  burial  was 
encountered.  Whether  it  is  intrusive  or  not  is  impossible  to 
tell. 

Took  a  picture  of  the  cave  from  the  plain  and  from  in¬ 
side  the  cave  before  excavation. 

In  the  plain  below  the  cave  where  there  is  a  pueblito 
house  and  numerous  sherds  and  points,  I  set  up  four  squares, 
numbered  1,  2,  3,  4. 

In  the  evening,  left  Roberto  in  charge  and  took  off  to 
Los  Angeles.  It  was  really  bitterly  cold  and  the  path  was  no 
picnic  in  the  dark. 

Roberto  totally  excavated  square  W25  and  W15  down  to  a 
layer  of  large  rocks  which  were  encountered  from  two  to  four 
feet  depth.  In  square  W25,  on  the  north  end  of  the  square  was 
encountered  a  child  burial  at  a  depth  of  16  inches.  There 
were  some  small  bone  beads  with  the  buried.  In  square  W5,  at 
a  depth  of  four  feet,  artifacts  were  still  being  found,  but  no

surface  collected. 

Left  Los  Angeles  at  3:00  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  with 
Pedro  drunk.  It  also  rained  most  of  the  way.  Camped  200  meters 
north  of  the  junction  of  Canyon  La  Perra  (called  Boca  Los  Angeles) 
on  the  map  and  Canyon  Diablo  in  the  Canyon  Diablo. 

Our  camp  is  directly  cave  Tmc174.  The  cave  is  about 
150  meters  above  the  floor  of  the  Canyon  Diablo  on  the  west 
side  of  the  Canyon.  It  looks  rather  small. 

Climbed  up  to  Tmc174  in  the  morning.  Dug  a  test  trench  four 
feet  long,  one  and  a  half  feet  wide  and  one  meter  deep  in  the 
center  of  the  cave.  One  abasolo  round  base  point  was  found 
near  the  top.  The  profile  revealed  the  following: 

2  inches  of  rock  fill  -  with  flints 
4  inches  of  ash  -  with  flints  and  abasolo  points 
2-|  feet  of  yellow  soil  and  rock  -  a  few  flints 
2  inches  of  dark  earth  with  flint 
Definitely  will  return  to  dig  this  cave. 

By  noon  we  came  to  another  cave,  but  it  had  only  one 
foot  of  refuse.  This  also  is  on  the  west  side  of  the  Canyon 
Diablo,  one  hour  and  a  half  walk  from  174.  Just  north  of  the 
cave  is  a  cathedral  like  formation  of  rock. 

In  a  cold  drizzle  we  continued  on  for  five  hours  more 
to  another  cave  past  the  rock  called  Ojo  de  Indios.  It  is  3 
hours  south  from  San  Francisco  in  the  Canyon  Diablo.  It  is 
about  200  meters  above  the  floor  of  the  canyon  on  the  east 
side.  Excavated  a  small  hole  four  feet  by  one  foot  to  depth 
of  one  foot  where  rock  was  encountered. 

Roberto  excavated  square  W5  to  a  depth  of  eight  feet, 
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Jan.  22

here  there  still  are  artifacts  though  a  few  rocks  are  disap¬ 
pearing.  Also  cleaned  up  square  W25  and  W15. 

Returned  from  San  Francisco  to  La  Perra.  Here  about 
half  a  mile  south  of  the  mouth  of  the  canyon  on  the  south 
side  of  the  Canyon  Diablo  about  200  meters  above  the  floor, 
Pedro  took  us  to  another  small  cave.  It  contained  at  least 
two  feet  of  refuse  on  its  floor  and  will  be  tested  latter. 
This  is  site  Tml77.  Then  after  supper,  walked  from  La  Perra 
to  Nogales.  Only  16  hours  walking  total. 

Dug  square  W20  and  started  on  0-0,  W10,  at  a  depth 
of  two  feet  were  large  rocks.  Cleaned  around  them  and  it  is 
obvious  that  there  is  refuse  under  these  rocks.  Alberto  is 
gradually  looking  after  most  of  the  digging  while  Roberto 
fixes  the  food,  worries  and  fidgets. 

Drew  profiles  that  consist  mainly  of  one  strata  and 
datum  depth.  Started  square  0-0  and  W10.  Also  set  up  stake 
for  square  E5.  In  square  W10,  was  a  firepit  extending  down 
from  a  three  inch  ash  layer  that  seems  to  cover  the  whole 
floor  of  the  cave.  Below  this  ash  layer,  Zone  A,  is  fly 
blown  loose  dark  gray  dust  (refuse)  called  Zone  B. 

Gave  Leonardo  further  lessons  in  using  the  camera. 

He  can  now  take  it  down  and  set  it  up  and  find  the  range  OK. 

In  the  afternoon,  walked  to  Los  Angeles.  Took  a 
swim  in  cold  water  and  got  a  nice  charley-horse  in  my  left 
leg.  Too  much  walking  for  eight  days.

drank  six^beers  and  ate  five  pieces  of  candy.  A  real  vacation. 

Dug  E5  down  to  a  depth  of  three  feet  and  continued 
down  in  0-0  and  W5.  In  E5,  some  Puehlito  sherds  turned  up, 
hut  no  ash  layer.  Not  much  of  interest.  Taught  Leonardo  how¬ 
to  use  a  light  meter  and  let  him  take  two  or  three  pictures. 

Started  digging  in  Tm83  in  the  plain.  Opened  square 
2  and  4.  Taught  Albert o  how  to  draw  profiles  and  he  is  ra¬ 
ther  good  at  distinguishing  strata  and  is  a  very  neat  drawer. 

He  also,  is  the  hardest  and  most  careful  worker.  He  has 
heen  numbering  hags  correctly  for  Roberto  all  last  week  and 
teaches  the  workers  how  to  dig  better  than  any  of  the  crew. 

I  am  raising  him  to  a  new  position.  The  strata  in  square  re¬ 
vealed  a  one  foot  zone  of  humus  and  refuse  at  the  top.  Zone  A. 

A  dark  brown  sand,  eight  inches  in  depth,  Zone  B,  and  below 
it  capped  by  caliche  is  a  yellow  sand  with  gravel. 

Leonardo  took  a  picture  just  as  excavations  began.

At  Tm83  in  square  2,  there  was  found  one  post  hole  ex¬ 
tending  down  from  Zone  A.  It  was  located  (the  center)  35  inches 
from  stake  3  and  31  inches  from  stake  3D5.  The  post  is  eight 
inches  in  diameter.  Directly  under  stake  3  is  another  post. 

Finished  square  1,  2,  and  4  before  we  left. 

Made  a  contour  map  of  Tm83  and  Tm82  from  E5  to  W25.  In

It  had  part  of  a  Abbsolo  point  and 
two  large  scrapers  with  it.  It  is  in  a  flexed  position  with

In  square  00  along  the  V?5  profile  it  now  became  apparent 
that  above  tho  yellow  Zone  A  is  an  ash  levjl  that  shall  be 
called  Zone  X.  jhus  ^ohe  B  in  square  00  is  at  level  3» 

Finished  square  00  and  there  is  no  Zone  D  in  it.  Drew 
profiles.  Also  finished  N30E5*  It  was  full  of  rocks  but  on 
west  side  went  down  into  Zone  D.  N2525  had  one  large  rock  in 
it  and  couldn't  go  beyond  level  2.  Took  picture  of  it. 

Took  photographs  up  and  down  the  Canyon  Diablo  from  the 
cave.  Also,  Jim  used  his  camera  in  color  of  tho  same  as  well 
as  a  shot  fr  m  ,he  floor  of  canyon  toward  the  cave. 

Took  off  Zone  A  in  N10W5  and  then  took  off  a  1  inch  layer 
Took  a  picture  of  the  corn  cache  under  stake  N15W5.  Also 
took  a  picture  of  he  bed.  of  grass  in  N15W10.  Finished  N30. 

Finished  N525,  N1535,  and  N10S5  -  only  N15S5  and  N1035 
had  Zone  D  in  it  and  then  only  a  little  of  it.  N3Q  had  prac¬ 
tically  no  Zone  D  as  did  N3035.  Took  a  photo  of  profiles  from 
75  to  115  !5  and  fro  N5V?5  to  N10./5.  Zone  D  only  appears  in  the 
northeast  corner  of  the  second  square  N5« 

Dug  a  4  inch  level  (6'  to  10')  in  N10W5  and  this  brought 
it  level  with  the  skull.  Took  a  picture  of  the  skull  from  set

station  then  took  a  close-up  showing  net  under  body.  Dug 

i 

around  bones  and  found  that  under  the  bones  are  strings  and  a 
net,  while  under  that  are  In  some  place  ,  leaves.  Started 
down  in  a  6  inch  level  around  burial  so  we  can  see  the  net. 
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Dug  a  N25.  It  has  the  beat  strata  of  Zone  D  showing. 
hid  nothing  in  it.  Took  a  photo  from  N20  to  N35. 

In  N15#10  in  the  last  part  is  a  bed  of  grass  and  twigs 
I  call  bed  1.  In  N5,  was  a  bed  in  the  S.S.  corner  2  feet 
in  diameter  tangent  with  south  and  ea3t  side  of  square.  This 
is  bed  2. 

Took  out,  photographed  net  under  burial  and  the  bottom 
of  the  burial  pit.  There  wore  two  projectile  points.  Abosolo 
type  under  the  net.  Vary  nice  association. 

Took  out  burial  1  and  found  it  to  be  in  a  pit  in  rock 
and  coming  down  from  lower  part  of  Zone  B  and  definitely  under 

•si- 

bed  1.  Photographed  it  removed.  Then  moved  in  on  Bed  1  and 
N15W10.  Under  the  first  layer  of  leaves  and  twigs,  we  saw  the 
edge  of  a  petate.  Photographed  it.  Then  dug  out  an:!  cleaned 
the  petate  and  photographed  it  again.  Then  Jim  moved  on  into 
the  square  and  about  1|-  from  .V10  profile  Zone  A  digs  down 

taking  up  most  of  the  back  fill.  Found  a  large  potsherd  in  it. 

Then  dug  square  ;V5  and  found  that  under  Zone  A  but  over 
Zone  B  is  another  layer  of  grass  and  ash  above  a  sterile  layer 
that  I  shall  call  Zone  X,  It  also  extends  in  00. 

Then  moved  into  N30  J  and  N20W5.  Both  produced  a  number 
of  projectile  points  from  Zone  B. 

Also  dug  N5<5.  It  had  a  layer  of  vegetable  matter  in 
Zone  X.  In  the  south  part  of  the  vegetable  matter  was  found 
a  nice  piece  of  woven  cloth.  It  looks  like  co  -ton.  In  the 
center  of  the  square  was  a  piece  of  a  basket  and  I  photograohed 
it  in  color  and  black  and  white. 

Tried  a  color  shot  in  the  afternoon  of  the  workers  to 
show  clouds  of  dust  and  working  conditions.  Also,  had  Jim 
take  a  series  of  shots  of 
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Cleaned  up  th  -  cove  mainly  dug  i  h  If  square  up  against 
the  rock  In  Sb'.75,  *15,  N5^15,  and  N25'?5*  Practically  nothing 
came  out  of  Importance.  Took  some  final  pictures  from  the 
floor  of  the  canyon  and  took  a  few  from  inside  the  cave.  All 
were  in  color.  Then  at  noon  packed  all  the  material  and  left 
for  Los  Angelos.  Roberto  has  now  decided  he  can’t  stay  in 
Los  Angeles  and  must  go  immediately  for  the  coast  or  to  Panuco# 

Loft  Loo  Angelos  about  noon  and  drove  to  Villa  Casas. 

On  tho  other  side  of  the  arroyo  at  Villa  Casas  at  the  top  of 
the  bank  on  both  tides  of  the  road  wo  found  site  Tm.  179. 

It  appears  to  belong  to  the  Nogales  Focus.  It  also  appears 
to  be  buried  under  about  three  feet  of  clay.  Should  be  in¬ 
spected  by  a  geologist. 

Then  drove  to  San  Fernando  for  the  night.  Afraid  to  try 
the  road  to  Loreto  at  night. 

Drove  fro  San  Fernando  to  Loreto.  Talked  over  camping 
situation  with  Pedro  de  la  Garza.  Then  on  to  Rancho  Catan. 
Though  wg  were  offered  a  house  there,  it  seemed  too  far  from 
the  bay  so  we  drove  to  the  bay.  There  was  a  new  fishing  camp 
thore  run  by  Earnest  Halora.  It  appeared  best  bo  build  our 
own  house  and  work  from  there.

Jim,  Roberto  and  I  walked  out  to  To.  73  and  Tm.  74.  It 
was,  as  usual,  a  muddy  walk.  Surface  collected  an’  finds 
wore  little,  but  as  usual,  we  did  pick  up  some  projectile 
points  that  looked  very  much  like  2a st  Texas. 

Drove  to  Brownsville  for  the  night.  Jim  has  decided  to 
bring  his  wife  down  to  the  wilderness.

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First,  I  called  Ncguera  in  Mexico  and  told  him  of  our 
finds.  Picked  up  motor  boat,  supplies,  and  took  off  for  the 
camp  on  Oatan  Bay.  Used  the  new  improved  road  from  Encianal. 
Spent  the  night  in  one  of  Ernest’s  houses.  It  is  getting 
cold  and  looks  like  a  norther  on  the  coast,  hired  man  Sanchez 
to  fix  hut  and  for  75  pesos. 

Drove  to  Los  Angeles  for  the  night.  Found  out  that  Alberto 
and  Leonardo  had  washed  all  the  sherds  from  Tm.  81,  Tm.  82,  and 
Tm.  83.  Packed  everything  for  the  coast.  Also  arranged  for  Coca 
Cola  truck  to  take  what  couldn't  be  loaded  in  the  Jeep.  It 
cost  about  35  pesos. 

Drove  to  Ciudad  Victor  a.  Tried  to  make  arrangements  to 
go  visit  San  Antonio  de  los  Ruinos.  It  is  about  six  hours 
walking  from  El  Juan  Capitan  and  may  be  less  from  La  Joya  Verde 
on  the  other  side  of  the  mountains. 

In  the  morning  drove  over  the  top  of  the  Sierra  hadre  to 
La  Joya  Verde.  It  also  is  six  hours  from  the  ruins.  Will 
return  to  see  the  ruins.  Did  find  a  ruin  on  top  of  pass  Just 
north  of  La  Joya  Verde.  It  contained  Pueblito  like  sherds 
and  three  small  pyramids.  Not  cleared  and  certainly  not  worth 
digging.  In  the  afternoon  drove  to  the  coast  with  Coca  Cola 
truck  carrying  most  of  the  equipment.  Sure  have  a  lot  of  work. 

While  I  had  been  away,  it  had  rained  constantly  and  we 
tried  ' ixlng  up  camp  in  the  mud.  Everybody  feels  miserable. 

Tested  outboard  motor.  I  t  wouldn’t  work  and  we  broke 
the  handle  on  it.  Put  up  on  sides  of  the  house  and 

did  some  plastering  on  it. 

Worked  most  of  day  on  outboard  motor  and  plastering  the 
house.  Drove  to  Brownsville  to  see  of  owner  could  lx  motor  or 


make  good  on  his  verbal  gu  r  ntee. 
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Tried  to  get  an  exchange  on  outboard  motor.  Had  new 
valves  put  In  Jeep.  Looks  like  Mr.  Saubor  of  Brownsville 
really  cheated  me  as  far  as  the  motor  is  concerned, 

Waited  to  get  a  fair  deal  on  the  otor.  Did  not  get  it 
so  I  bought  a  new  one,  ten  horse  power.  Sent  Price  his  request 
for  ray  program  on  the  coast. 

Returned  to  camp  and  tried  new  ~<otor.  It  works  fine. 
Another  norther  is  moving  in. 

Went  to  Tm.  73  staked  it  out  and  left  equipment. 

Jim  dug  in  two  squares  in  Tm.  73.  In  the  afternoon,  I 
visited  the  site  Campbell  and  Price  found  Just  north  of  the 
mouth  of  the  Arroyo  Catan.  It  contained  only  Huastec  Period  VI 
sherds  and  very  few  of  them.  However,  since  Price  has  used 
in  his  study  of  clay  dune  and  his  cross  section  runs  through, 
it  might  be  a  good  one  for  Jim  to  start  on. 

Took  Roberto  to  the  doctor  in  Jimenez  in  the  evening  and 

/ 

he  left  for  Panuco.  For  good? 

Another  norther.  Jim  and  I  went  out  to  Tm.  181  and  looked 
it  over  and  found  Just  west  of  it  across  an  arm  of  the  delta 
of  Arroyo  Catan  another  site,  Tm.  182.  On  its  surface  were 
Brownsville  II  projectile  points  in  greet  abundance  of  the 
late  type,  however,  it  contained  no  shell  artifacts.  This 
looks  very  interesting  and  may  represent  a  varient  of  the 
Brownsville  cciplex  and  a  new  focus.  Perhaps  it  even  rep¬ 
resents  some  of  the  late  coastal  nomads  that  followed  the 
abosolo  complex? 

In  the  evening  I  wont  to  Lavedderas  and  hired  four 


workers  and  a  cook. 
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Catelogued  Tm.  174.  Fixed  house.  Norther. 

Norther,  Jim  a  id  I  went  to  Brownsville  for  supplies  for 
men.  Set  up  stakes  in  Tm.  181. 

Returned  from  Brownsville,  picked  up  mei.,  sot  up  r.ont. 
Norther.  Stopped  at  Arroyo  Charreras  an  ound  a  site,  a 
fireplace  along  the  bank. 

Fort  er*.  1  udded  the  house  and  moved  the  bedding  and 
equipment  into  it. 

Yorked  on  house,  got  equipment  from  Tm.  73.  Jim  did 
some  v/ork  on  Tm.  181.  I  worked  on  notes  and  monthly  report. 

Worked  on  fin.  181.  Jim  left  tor  Brownsville.  In  ti  e 
evening,  I  drove  to  Los  Angeles  in  the  mountains. 

drove  from  Los  Angeles  to  Brownsville.  Stopped  at  Arroyo 
Oharreras  and  dug  in  Tm.  103.  The  site  is  about  150  yds.  from 
the  highway  on  the  north  bank  about  5  ft.  above  the  bottom 
of  the  arroyo.  The  stratigraphy  of  the  appears  to  be: 

1.  Zone  A  -  sand  clay  3  to  10  feet  deep. 

2.  Zone  B  -  gravel  and  clay,  mammoth  bone,  5  feet  deep. 

3.  Zone  C  -  solid  gray  clay  2  feet  deep. 

4.  Zone  D  -  yellow  and  gray  clay,  hearth,  4  feet  deep. 

5.  Zone  S  -  gray  clay 

The  hearth  we  dug  is  below  a  gravel  strata  containing 
mammoth  bones.  This  hearth  is  as  old  or  older  than  the  mammoth. 
The  hearth  contained  burned  rock,  charcoal  and  fossil  bone. 

No  artifacts  though  there  was  a  piece  of  flint  on  the  bank 
nearby.  This  most  certainly  is  early  man  and  define toly  needs 
geological  confirmation. 

Vrote  to  Zggan  and  Ekholm  and  sent  corn  specimen  to  V.  Jones 
Sent  corn  cache  Tm.  174/69 
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Moved  men  and  equipment  to  Laguna  Tortuga.  Also  looked 
over  island  and  the  site  it  Rancho  Augustrera.
